CIVIn CASE PROCKDURE 

At present the judge in hearing 
civil cases may comment on points 
of fact but judges of Criminal 
Courts are prevented from so 
doing. The latter, however, may 
instruct the jurors on matters of 
law. Repeal of the State prohibi- 
tion would not allow any judge 
to “instruct” the jury on pointa of 
fact but would merely permit him 
to express an opinion as to whethcr 
he considered such and such as- 
sertions as establishing a fact, the 
jury being in no wise compelled 
to follow his on. This 
would enable the judge, who is in 
the nature of a neutral between the 
opposing attorneys, to employ his 
experience and judicial wisdom in 
helping the puzzled jurors out of 
their quandaries. This with per- 
mission to employ the two-thirds’ 
verdict, in the opinion of a major- 
ity of jurists of the State, would 
@o far to-relieve the difficulties in 
the Courts.

and Vermont. 

The prohibitory measure is a 
relatively recent innovation in 
America, basic English law and 
custom, the English courts and the 
United States courts, noted for their 
speed and justice, never 
abandoned it in this regard. The 
present movement in Califorpia 
thus is merely to return to the 
original theory whereby a judge 
may advice the jury as to the bur- 
den of the proof and thus work 
with the jurymen, who, like him, 
represent the judicial function as 
contrasted with the defense and 
prosecution.

“It takes us about twenty-five years to

“Accessibility to new ideas is - a 
matter of mental habit; the mind trai to 
receptiveness can indefinitely postpone the 
age of mental inelasticity. History tells of 
a lot of illustrious men who did big new 
things in their sixth and seventh decades; 
but they had not succumbed to intellectual. 
dry-rot at 20. 

“The niere hold of new ideas 
means but little, unless these ideas are 
appropriated, digested, assimilated, and in- 
creasing years bring us increasing power 
to do just this thing. The man with a rich- 
ly furnished mind can use his new ideas 
far more effectively than can callow youth. 


“Spiritual old age insurance includes cul- 
tivating your sense of humor your rever- 
ence and your faith. Youth may well envy 
middie age and old age their spiritual pos- 
sibilitiés. Youth is essentially self-cen- 
tered; when we begin to have children we 
first begin to live for others. In our children 
we have a second

Treating the Sick 
OLLOWING is by R. R. Daniels, M.D.: 

“When a member of some savage tribe 
gets sick, the medicine men dance around 
him beating tom-toms to scare out the dis- 
ease-devil. Considering the knowledge that 
we have of the cause of disease, modern 
methods are scarcely more logical, We 
know with a fair degree of certainty that a 
person whose resistance is low is much 
more liable to pick up germ infection. 
[Germs are not a cause but an effect of dis- 
ease.—Ed.] We know, too, what the causes 
are that lower resistance. Furthermore, we 
know that the degenerative diseases, such 
as hardening of the arteries and Bright's 
disease, result from abuses of the bodily or- 
gans. There is not much debate about 
these matters; they are pretty well agreed 
upon. 

“Yet we insist upon pretending to be sur 
prised when somebody falls sick as a result 
of habits which must logically be expected 
to make people sick. Usually it is not until 
the man actually gets sick that we set out 
to do anything about it. Then we get out 
our paraphernalia of thermometers, and 
blood counts, and urinalysis and X-rays, and 
dance around the stricken one, just like the 
other medicine men among the savages. 
Too often the damage has been done; too 
frequently it is too late.

FORMER days, the physician would 
examine the patient, feel his pulse, look 
at his tongue, ask what he had. been 
doing, and determine his condition. 

Now, they take a drop of blood, and send 
it to’a test shop, where a young man, who 
may or may not be experienced and careful, 
analyzes it any gives his report. Anyhow, 
he has never seen the patient. 

One skilled in the healing art can tell 
what ails a man, by looking at him. 

Take the Wassermana test for syphilis. 


. As I have often said, and as many intelligent 


physicians now admit, it is abgolutely un- 
roliable.' An acid condition of the body, 


due to wrong eating, will produce a “posi- 


tive” report,-whea there is rio syphilis pres- 
ent. Yet, on this misleading test is based 


‘happiness or misery, and a treatment fol- 


lows that is worse than the disease. 


Avfother effort is to be made, in the pres- 
ent California Legislature, to make mar- 
riage conditional on passing thie test. At 
present, you cannot be born or die without 
a medical permit, and to this they want to 
add a medical permit for marriage. If the 
American people submit to this, then they 
will submit to anything. 

Here is ..n article on the Wasserman test, 
from the New York Medicaj Journal: 

“It may be rank heresy to say so, but we 
wonder whether the Wasserman? test has 
been of nearly the usefulness, from a prac- 
tical point of view, as has been thought. 
Certainly we have overestimated its value 
in the past and have not always interpreted 
the test to the best advantage of the patient. 
History seems to be repeating herself 
again. substituting Wassermann reaction 


‘for tuberculin test, but with the difference 


that in the former case the machinery ts 
more complicated and indirect. At first a 
positive tuberculin test meant active tuber- 
culosis. A yositive Wassermann has also 
meant active syphilis or at least syphils 
that should be treated, It is being tearnea, 
however, that, at least in syphilis of the 
nervous system, treatment may be harmful 
rather than helpful. 

“Just where we are, or where we 
should he, in thie matter, is uncertain, 
but it is évident that we have been led con- 
siderably afield in diagnosis by the Wasser- 
mann and that we ned to be more conserva- 
tive in our estimates of the test and in our 
decision to treat the case. J. E. R. Me- 
Donough, who has been carrying on sc me 
experiments on the reaction, has this to say 
in a recent Lancet. ‘ 


“*Though the Wasserman reaction has 
been extensively employed since 1907 it can- 
not be said that much progress has been 
made in unraveling its modus operandi. 
Some have laid great stress upon the pds- 
sible interpretation of a positive and nega- 
tive reaction, but those with a large clinica] 
experience are coming to the conclusion 
that a negative reaction signifies nothing, 
and that a positive reaction means no nore 
is 
now g recognized that the test can- 
ment or as a test of cure, and that a post- 
tive ‘reaction does not necessarily signify 
that the disease is active and that the pa- 
tient requires treatment.’ 

“McDon may be pushing the pendu 
lum of Wassermann too far in the reaction- 
ary direction, but there is need for a con- 
servative estimate of its place in medicine. 
The fact that new tests for syphilis are be- 
ing put forward shows that the Wasserman 
is far from what we expected. 

“If our estimate ofthe usefulness of the 
Wassermann. test needs modifying. so does 
our view of the value of salvarsan. We 
were wildly optimistic of its effectiveness 
in itg.earlier days, and there were very good 

ho earnestly claimed to see a notable 
improvement fm the patient, the while the 
magical material was entering the vein. 
Even ff * is a valuable drug. it is not a 
renewer of damaged tissues and may pos- 
sibly do harm in some cases ag it does good 
in others.”

Cinema Frovides Best Means of T. 
Certain Kind of Story ling 


HE securest grounds for prophecy are 
that motion-pictures are the best way 
of telling a certain sort of story (a sort 
Which all normal humans delight in) that 
man is a creature whose spirit craves 
story-telling—and that, as man himself de 
velops, he requires story-telling to develop 
in quality and form. It has been the case 
with fiction ang the drama, and it™will be 
the case with the cinema. ' 
That motion pictures are the best way 
of telling a certain sort of story Nature 
has known for ages uncounted. Whoever 
fas even a layman's acquaintance with the 
subject of experimental psychology -is 
- aware that Nature herself is the original 
motion-picture preducer; that in the un- 
thinkable marvelois mechanism of the 
mind and brain, moving pictures to all 
purposes identical with those of the cin- 
ematograph are ‘used for recalling past 
events, and for day dreams and dreams of 
sleep. 

Man has but just discovered the method. 
He has realized its high merit, has found 
that “seeing is believing,” in this case very 
especially. The discovery has filled him 
with excitement—excitement so great as to 
give his critical faculty little chance. He 
has been glad to get any kind of a picture 
tale, told in almost any fashion. All the 
while, however, his critical faculty, though ‘ 
in abeyance, has been exerting a quiet in- 
fluence. It has kept suggesting, always a 
little more forcibly. that tales and tales 
and yet more tales are very well, yet that 
there should be requirements as to kind 
and quality and manner of presentation.

ever, is less what manner of pictures they 
are themselves (whether like good paint- 
ings or engravings, let us say) but what 
effect they produce upon the mind. What- 
ever pictures best serve to put the specta- 
tor in the desired mood, to make the story 
lived in at the moment, will be the best. 

Subtitles will also furnish matter for 
endless controversy—primarily ‘as to 
whether or no they are permissible at all. 
Those who now regard the cinema. with 
disdain hold that foremost among the rea- 
sons it cannot rank as an art ia because it 
uses subtitles.

INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON 


HE present should be the season of 
ureatest activity in gardening. Bear 

in mind spring is on us, and perfec- 
tion of bloom next summer demands early 
attention to the garden this month. Plants 
of all kinds are pushing forth new growths, 
swelling buds on deciduous trees denote 
the rising sap, all nature feels the pulse of 
spring. Nearly all plants should be pruned 
and fertilized at this time, the soil stirred, 
the rubbish cleared away, and plants and 
seed put in the ground. A month or so 
later, the value of such work is much less 
than if it is dene at the present. The only 
plants which should not be set out until 
later are those of a strictly tropical na- 


ture, most of which-are foliage plants like 


the cyperus, canna elephant's ear. 
Another tropical root or bulb which should 
wait for a month is the dahlia. Fertilize 
all growing plants, but not the dormant 
ones, 


History of Sun Dials 


Sun dials are the very oldest thing in his- 
that we place in the garden, aside from 
plants.

The Palo Verde 


There are three species of the “palo . 


verde” native to the Southwest, but the 
only one worthy of place in the garden is 
the largest and most pendulous of the three, 


Catinga Tree in a Semi-Arid Brazilian Plain. 
This tree, which is found im company with numerous cacti, short-lived annuals 


known to the botanist as Parkinsonia acu- 
leata. Luckily, this is the only one offered 
for sale generally by local dealers. The 
others should be planted in parks and very 
large gardens as of interest to a few of the 
visiting public, and that their relative value 
may be determined for ccrtain desired 
landscape effects.

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HE adaptability of Southern California 

for the production of out-of-the-or«i- 
nary crops and plants is being co- 
stantly demonstrated by enterprising agri- 
| One of the 
most noteworthy achievements in this di- 
rection is the growing of palms, not the 
accepted specimens of* the out-of-<door 
types, but the tender indoor varieties that 


we have come to associate with conserva- 
tories and church weddings, and the glossy, 


green foliage of which relieves the chill 
dreariness of clubrooms and hotel lobbies. 


Two varieties of these “indoor” or Ken- 
tia palms, are sought by the trade. Tenta- 
tive attempts to grow palms of this kind 
were made years ago near Riverside. and 
later on, at Hollywood, but it was not until 
1913, when Edgar B. Washburn of the firm 
of Bassett & Washburn, wholesale Chicago 
florists, recognized the climatic possibili- 
ties of Sierra Madre, that the production 
of such palms began in a commercial way. 

Mr. Washburn, who is a graduate of the 
agricultural college of the University of 
Wisconsin, chose for the proving ground of 
this unusual enterprise, a tract of twenty- 


five acres. The land lies on a gentle slope, 


midway between the base of the hills and 
the floor of the valley, and is rarely visited 
by frost. 


Here the Belmoreana and the Forsterinia 
patms seem to find in soil and cultural con- 
ditions an incentive for sturdy, dependable 
growth. They thrive in the deep sandy 
lcam that has been washed down fron the 
crags of the Sierra Madres and luxuriate 
in the higher quota of sunshine, the free- 
dom from fogs and sudden extremes of 
heat and cold of this favored location. 


The Kentia palms complete the cycle of 
their existence, from seed to seed, only in 
the shaded growth offered by the verdant 
vegetation on Lord) Howe's Island, a 
tropical paradise with an area of five 
square miles, lying about 600 miles south- 
east of Sidney, Australia, and seed is 
shipped from this island to growers in all 
parts of the world. Much of this supply of 


seed is consigned to the Bassett. & Wash- 


burn nursery at Sierra Madre, where, by 
following new and revolutionary methods 
of culture, palms are grown without arti- 
ficial bottom heat, thereby achieving a 
more natural and economical process of 
production. 


Heat is introduced solely for the purpose 
of assisting germination, and the seed is 
planted in flats that are built in tiers, one 
above another, until they fill the confines 
of the glass house that is used for this pur- 
pose. A temperature of 80 degrees i con- 
stantly maintained, and in this moist, warm 
atmosphere, the seeds open and reveal “the 
thread of green” that will develop, after 
yoors of transplanting and care, into a 
plant of pleasing proportions. 

As palm seeds are very slow in germinat- 
ing, requiring from one to three years to 
complete the process, it will readily be seen 
that an enterprise of this sort is not a vo- 
cation for the novice or the’ impatient 
grower. Upon showing evidence of growth, 
the young plants are removed from the seed 
beds to the large glaxs houses, where mile 
upon mile of burlap is used as a screen, 
that. stretched up close under the glass, in- 


sures both warmth and shade, two of the 


essential elements in the trio that spell 
success in palm growing, 

The third and equally important factor is 
moisture. This is supplied every second 
day. in the form of artificial rain, which 
falls In a Night shower from overhead 
pipes, covering the surface of the plants, 
wad penetrating into the soil, stimulates 
the growth, and improving the *xture und 


_ color of the foliage. 


Alt of the palms are grown in pots, which 
are sunk kevel with the surface of the soil.

sun-protected areas of the lath structures 
where, at intervals indicative of their 
sreowth, they are transplanted into larger 
pot. the expiration of from six to 
eicht years, when they have attained .« 
height «f three feet, the mature palms are 
eady for market. Transplanting is so care- 
ally done, that the reot system is andis. 
turbed. making possible a continuous and 
unchecked growth. 

Because of their susceptibility to sudden 
climatic changes, even these stocky. 
hardily-grown California palms cannodt be 
shipped to eastern or northern trade cen- 
ters, w a sudden variation of tempera- 
ture m occur, xo it is imperative that 
they are shipped only in the early spring. 
w fall, when they may safely be sent 
without the aid of heat en route. When 
the shipping season arrives, all plants des. 
tined for immediate sale are removed from 
the pots, and the moi*t carth about their 
root. is securely “balled” in berlap cover. 
ing. ‘They are then packed so compactly in 
the car that every bit of floor space ix 
utilized, and an additional floor built mid 
way im the car, is then filled. By foallowing 
this method, it is possible to ship 2000 
well-grown palms in a single car, and to 
eliminate the once dreaded loss from 
breakage and mutilation. 

Avoiding the mistake made by some nur- 
serymen, Bassett & Washburn do not crowd 
their growing plants into close quarters 
Rather, they have insisted that each plant 
be given ample room, and allowed to mak« 
a symmetrical growth. All of the lower 
leaves are retained. thus adding to the 
attractive appearance of the plants at all 
timer. This procedure has necessitated 
the erecticn of two mammoth lath houses 
«ne 66% by 940 feet, and the other 400 by 
600 feet. The high built walls of these 
-tructures are covered with heavy building 
paper, making excellent windbreaks and 
dust screens. 

The plant represents a total investment 
and in the lath houses, there 
are more thank a million palms in various 
stages of crowth. Thexe lath shelters have 
proven to be invaluable in palm culturé. 
A new and most commendable system that 
is used on the Sierra Madre place is the 
double roof lath house. This additional 
roof, also made of laths, and running to 
right angles with the other, nine inche~ 
ahove it. diffuses the light, and at the same 
time softens the glow of the sun.

PROMPTNESS IN FEEDING. BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBERG.. 


8S EGG-PRODUCING creatures, hens 

can become egg machines if treated 

as machines. To treat them as ma- 
chines the caretaker must be prompt in all 
the hen appointments, and the most impor- 
tant appointment is feeding at regular 
times. If the caretaker of the back-yard 
flock will trouble to feed a hot, morning 
mash, using the table scraps left over, he 
must feed it every morning at the same 
early hour, and plan to feed only what will 
be eaten in a short time. What is not 
eaten at once should he cleared away and 
thrown on the manure pile for fertilizer. 
Prebably nothing has so much to do with 
winter laying as this feeding of hot mash 
early every morning. Unless fed every 
morning it better not be fed at all, some- 
thing being substituted for it that can be 
fed regularly. A good housekeeper varies 
_ the family meats, and variety in the morn- 
ing mash follows and is valuable. The 


mode of serving at a regular time keeps up 


the mechanical ideal in the early morning. 

While. the hens are eating. too, is the 
hest. tite to remove the droppings boards 
and notice the night record of the birds 
roosting. The droppings should be firm 
and round. If soft at all, something must 
be put ‘into the next.mash to harden them 
by the mext day: Leavings of the family 
rice, and more broken rice, if needed, 
hought of the pcultry supply house for the 
purpose; old bits of cheese or omelets, or 
boiled milk, all are good, After taking out 
und cleaning the droppings boards and 
taking out and cleaning the feeding 
troughs, the pen should be left quiet for the 

ilnying hens. Nothing should attract their 
attention, much less frighten them. 

At noon the greens should be fed, after 
the hens are done laying. Where prompt- 
ness in feeding has been practiced, the 
hens will all want to lay about the same 
time, excepting the ones laying the last 
eges of the clutch. The greens should be 
fed at the same time by the clock each day, 
and fed, cut into small bits, and only what 
will be eaten. This amount can be easily 
determined by watching the hens eat and 
seeing how much they eat in bulk. Greens 
shoukd not be fed which hens do not relish 
but leave. Hens will not eat wormwood, 
and it is no use_to cut it up for noon feed- 
ing. yet it is wise to cut up the leaves and 
serve in the morning mash once a week. 
lt is,a very bitter herb, but valuable as a 
liver food. Some breeds of poultry de- 
velop liver troubles during winter rains, 
particularly those breeds which put on 
flesh slowly, and especially the cockerels 
of the breed. One «should ‘grow a large 
plant of wornwood somewhere in the back 
yard, along with sage, peppermint and 
sweet marjoram; but feed them cooked in

With drop curtains 
down, the hens went to roost by entering 
the house from the bottom. Between the 
houses, which were some eight or ten feet 
apart, she had a dust pen roughly roofed 
in for winter rains, the houses supporting 
the roof, and making quite a run. On the 
north side of this run some old, but durable, 
glassed window panes were made to fit for 
the winter, and she hung a substantial drop 
curtain on the south side during a winter 


rain. This made a dry dust bath run be- * 


tween the houses, well lighted on the north, 
which the hens could enter from under 
the houses. They could enter the small 
yard from under each house on the next 
side of it, the other two sides being close 
against the wire netting. The nests were 
on the front sides of the houses, with ac- 
cess to them by a long, low door, simply 
hung. The scratch pen was a long, lw 
box of clean litter. She also had a low, 
wired chick run, which she propped up on 
cone end, making it an open-air perching 
place.

‘ihe journal of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture (England) says that M. Lienhart of 
Nancy University, at the experimental sta- 
ticn, Coligny, France, has discovered some- 
thing which tends to thought.

There were no whoops. no daredevil 
junges, no swinging of reatas or sizaling of 
quitts dccompanied by strong language.

The men then rode 
back to their quarters, only four miles 
away. Early in the morning the march was 
resumed down the mountainside by way of 
the Dry Creek auto switchback, being some- 
what hastened in this part, owing to the 
holding up of the usual traffic until the cat- 
tle arrived in the canyon below.

the summer Beginning in Bear Valley in 
the San Bernardinos. there is almost a con 
eecutive chain of mountain cattle ranches 
reaching southward throughout the moun 
teins and hills between the fruitiunds and 
the desem down into Mexico The Garne: 
Ranch is the most northerly member of the 
chain which practices year-round stock 
raising at a considerable elevation in th 
mountains. 

There, in spite of un clevation§ of 4500 
fect. the climate continues mild enough 
aud the holdover cf feed is sufficient to 
carry the cattle through the winter without 
inconvenience. Always a certain amount 
ot snow falls. usually to be measured in 
inches and thiecd for the period it endures 
in days. But | have seen snow there two 
ieet deep, lasting fcr several weeks. The 
cold, however, was not excessive; and the 
cuttlie were a whole lot better off than 
their fellows of the Colorado and Northern 
New Mexico ranges that are expected tuo 
live through the bitter cold of the custom- 
ary hard winters, and feed on brush while 
the snow lies many feet deep for weeks or 
even months, 

Mr. Garner so manages as to have on 
hand the smallest aggregate of stock dur- 
ing the winter. Thus, in the fall, he mar- 
kets his fat stock; and not until the spring 
does he import an equal number from the 
ranges of Arizona, Utah or New Mexico, to 
fill their places. But at no time does he 
overstock his ranges. The
